[HEALTH TALKS

After severe illness in children the 
nails may be totally shed, after scar- 


let fever in particular. Other causes 
of shedding the nails are diabetes, 
syphilis; septic infection or severe 
whitlow. In rare instances a .ten- 
dency to repeated shedding of the 
nails runs in a family, with no known 
cause. ‘ 

Besides careful manicuring and the 
treatment of: underlying causes, there 
is little that ‘can be done for troubles 
of the nails. 

It requires from three to five 
months to grow a finger nail and nine 
to 12 months to grow a toe nail. 

Nervous shock, illness or an acci- 
dent sometimes causes a transverse 
furrow in the finger nails, which fur- 
row grows out toward the end of tne 
nail slowly, and often the approxi- 
mate date of such illness or accident 
may be determined by observing the 
position of this line or furrow in tne 
nail. Even seasickness may cause such 
lines in the nails, and they are com- 
monly seen after fractures. These 
lines are popularly called “beau’s 
lines,” . 

White spots or streaks in the nails, 
called “gift spots, appear first near 
the lunula or. White crescent and 
gradually grow out with the growth 
of the nail foward the border. 
They are most frequently noticed in 
young persons and are caused: by 
trifling injuries of the nails as by 
blows or in Nr

HEAVY RAINS 
AT MEMPHIS. 

Memphis, Tenn., March 30.—Heavy 
rains in the entire territory between 
Cairo, Ill, and Memphis yesterday 
and last night will delay the arrival 
of the crest of the Mississippi river 
flood at Memphis until Saturday 
morning, the United States weather 
bureau here announced tonight. This 
rainfall will also bring a maximum 
stage of 42.7 or 42.8 here, 
Scott, forecaster, announced, and will 
prolong the passage of the crest in this 
part of the river. 

The sloughing off of the approaches 
to the old front levee at Old Town, 
Ark., two miles south of Helena, for 
a short distance was the only levee 
trouble of importance reported during 
the day. 

The cave-in at Old ‘own was dis- 
covered by guards before more than 
fifty feet of the approach had slough- 
ed and prompt measures prevented 
the situation from becoming more 
serious, Major L. T. Kerr, United 
States engineer in charge of the levee 
in the White river district, reported 
tonight. Additional men were sent 
to Old Town late today and comple- 
tion of a sub-levee of sand bags be- 
tween the old embankment which was 
caving and the main levee will be 
completed by morning, Major Kerr 
said. This will give, he added, a 
double barrier of sand bags between 
the old and the new levee. Telephone 
messages from Helena to the United 
States engineer’s office tonight said 
that the situation there was well in 
hand and the work of reinforcement 
progressing rapidly. 

To Work All Night. | 

Workmen will be kept on the job 
all night and Major Kerr said that 
by morning the levee at that point 
should be safe, unless the swift cur- 
rent off this point should cut into the 
old levee at some other place. He 
said the situation there was being 
carefully watched and that every pos- 
sible emergency at that point had 
been provided for. 

‘Levee engineers here say that 
next 48 hours will probably deter 
mine whether or not serious levee 
trouble will develop between Osceola. 
Ark., where the crest of the flood 
passed this morning, and the Missis- 
sippi line. Up to 6 o’clock Old Town 
was the only point reporting any 
trouble. 

In the St. Francis district. ex- 
tending to the mouth of the St. Fran- 
cis river north to Helena, Harry N 
Pharr said his forces had fewer re- 
ports of seepage and sand boils than 
any day this week. He has every 
foot of this levee under guard, both 
night and day, by mounted men with 
emergency supplies located at every 
town where they can be rushed to 
danger points in case the levee should 
begin to slough at any point.

The Free State representatives have 
agreed that all activity by the Irish 
republican army in Ulster and along 
the border shall cease, virtually tak- 
ing outlaws of all republicans who defy 
the order and persist in “Ulster-bait- 
ing.“ 

It is further provided that a court 
will be constituted to try without 
jury all persons charged with serious 
crimes, including .offenses punishable 
by death or imprisonment to exceed six 
months.

Hypnotism Long Practiced. 

Hypnotism is the process by which 
one person obtains, holds and exer- 
eises control of the will, voluntary 
powers, and sensory organism of an- 
other person.

A hypnotized per- 
son sees. hears, tastes and smells and 
feela what the onerator sees, hears, 
tastes, s, and fells—and nothing 
elee. For the time being his individ- 
uality is enrrendered to the person 
‘who hypnotized him.”

AERIAL PUZZLES 
MANY BEGINNERS 
IN RADIO TESTS 


The aerial is a point that has not 
yet been thoroughly cleared up in the 
minds of many beginners. The aerial 
should be composed of one wire about 
100 feet long. Remember that two 


. wires, each 50 feet long, will not give 


the same results, and also that the 
aerial-should run a line in one direc- 
tion. 
is not very efficient, and a straight 
line aerial is far superior. The lead- 
in should always be taken from one 
end asthe T aerial is not particularly 
good for reeciving. The short end of 
such an aerial is absolutely wasted, 
and is not helping the set a single bit. 
The indoor aerial is not much good 
unless there are several stages of am- 
plification used, and is far below the 
outdvor aerial in efficiency. Several 
people have written in, disputing this 
claim, but probably their outdoor ae- 
rials have not been ‘constructed cor- 
rectly. ‘The indoor aerial will not 
work with a crystal set unless the 
owner is located very near the station 
that he wants to reecive. 

The wire in the aerial should be of 
copper of almost any size as long as 
it is strong enough to support its own 
weight. Remember that some of the 
smaller sizes of wire will not with- 
stand the rigors of a sleet storm, and 
the owner does not want to keep 
erecting a new aerial every time it 


comes down.

Lesson No. 4 


THE SECONDARY (STORAGE) BATTERY 

The radio laws and regulations of the United States require, in 
part, for vessels equipped with a radio transmitter, “an auxiliary power 
supply independent of the vessel’s main electric power plant, must be 
provided which will enable the sending set, for at least four hours, to 
send messages over a distance of at least one hundred miles, day or 
night .’ By this means is provided emergency operation in case 
an accident should occur to the vessel and the regular power plant be- 
come disabled. 

The usual method of providing an auxiliary power supply is by 
installation of a secondary battery, commogly known as a “storage 
battery,” consisting of a number of storage cells connected together. 

There are two types of storage cells in general use, the lead pipe 
sulphuric acid cell in which lead pipes are supported in a dilute solu- 
tion of sulphuric acid and the nickel-iron-alkaline cell consisting of 
plates of nickel and iron supported in an alkaline solution. 

The previous lesson explained how a primary cell, by internal 
chemical action, supplied current until certain of its parts were con- 
sumed. The “storage cell” on the other hand, consisting of lead plates 
supported in a twenty per cent solution of sulphuric acid, must be 
“charged” before it is able to furnish an electrical current. “Charging” 
consits in forcing through the plates and solution an electrical current 
from another source, usually from a direct current generator. Introduc- 
tion of this current causes a chemical change to take place in the 
plates and stores up in the cell a supply of chemical energy. One of 
the lead plates becomes coated with lead proxide, known as “active 
material” and the lead of the other plate changes to a spongy condition. 
The plate on which is deposited the lead peroxide is the posjtive plate 
and the other is the negative plate. 

If the positive and negative plates of the cell are connected to a 
conducting circuit, an electrical current will flow as a result of this 
chemical energy, until the cell returns to its previously unchanged 
condition. 

This process may be continuous—the cell receiving a “charge” from 
the direct current provided by an outside source and retaining this 
charge until required to furnish current by connection to an external 
conducting circuit. 

The Electromotive force or “voltage” of this type of cell is slightly 
over two volts when fully charged and on open circuit. Current may 
be drawn from the cell until the voltage falls to approximately 1.7 
volts at which point it is considered to be discharged and should be 
re-charged as previously explained. 

Reduction in voltage during the discharge of current is caused: by 


the sulphuric acid. combihing with the lead of the “active material” | 


which results in the chemical action and causing a loss of voltage. 
The article to follow will describe the important features of the 
nickel-iron-alkaline cell.

The fading of the signals when 
vou put your hand near the dial 
is due to the capacity effect of 
your body.

POLITICIANS PLAN 
ADOPTION OF RADIO 


Nominees May Broadcast 
Opinions Instead of Tak- 
ing the Stump. 


Is the radio telephone to be the final 
successor to the old-time torchlight 
parade, the town hall rally and po- 


litical mass meeting? Will candi- 
dates seeking office at the ands of 
the people next fall depend, to a 
large extent, in spreading their ideas 
or the lack of them, upon the mys- 
terious ether waves which paradox- 
ically carry the spoken word in si- 
lence? Indications point to the prob- 
ability that such wil) be the case. 

Political leaders in all parts of the 
country are considering the details of 
broadcasting the opinions of the nom- 
inees for office. In New York state 
interest will center upon the guber- 
natorial and senatorial contests. 
There is slight doubt that more peo- 
ple will hear the voices of the candi- 
dates for these posts next fall than 
ever before in the history of the United 
States. The future of the radio is 
difficult to predict. Already more 
than 100,000 receiving sets are in 
operation in the metropolitan district. 
The number will have increased by 
the end of the summer, of course. 

Any political leader who failed to 
reach 100,000 possible voters would 
soon lose his post. Speeches and cam- 
paigning from one part of the city 
to another have ever been wearisome 
and expensive. The candidate has 
been whizzed from the Battery to 
Harlem, from the east side to the 
west. He has arrived at the district 
courthouse, where an address is sched- 
uled, only to find that only a few of 
the faithful are on hand, His efforts 
are quite wasted except in so far as 
hig speech is printed in the newspa- 
pers, for these men would have yoted 
a straight ticket whether he had spo- 
ken or not. 

How much easier it will be by tele- 
phone! The candidate will announce 
several days ahead that at a certain 
hour he will broadacst a message to 
the voters. It will be sent at a spec- 
ified wave length. Those who wish to 
hear his voice or to learn of his poli- 
cies will simply tune in on their re- 
ceiving sets and listen, the while en- 
joying the comforts of their homes. 
Incidentally, there is an advantage to 
the radio method which will appeal 
to the voters. When the candidate 
becomes tiresome, they have simply to 
adjust the wave length and turn off 
his voice. Anyone who has attended 
a political meeting knows how. diffi- 
cult it is to cut skort a political 
spell binder.

If Oscillation 18 Permitted ‘ 


to Die, Current Will 
Also Go. 


An alternating current of electricity 
ia one which ivcreases aud decreases 
in strength and reverses its direction 
«ef flow periodically. It aiternates in 
its direction of flow. If it alternates 
120 times every second there are 60 
vycles of alternations per second. The 
frequency of the alternating current in 
chis case is 60 cycles per second. This 
is a common commercial frequently, 
but frequencies as high xg 500 cycies 
can be and are daily created by ordi- 
nary alternators in radio work. 

Radio frequency aliernsting current 
is also commonly used in radio work. 
The frequency may be anywhere be- 
tween 10.000 and 1,000,000 or more 
cycles per second. But instead of 
calling the current a “radio fre- 
quency alternating current,’ a shorter 
term, “oscillations,” is alk If the 
carrent rises to the same maximum 
atrength in each direction periodically 
as long as it is flowing, we have con- 
einuous cscillations (abbfeviated C. 
W.). If the maximum strength at- 
tained in each direction decreases wit 
each alternatwn, we have damptd 
oscillations. If the oscillations are 
damped, the current will, of course, die 
out in time. The greater the damping 
die out. If after the oscillations die 
cut another group is produced it also 
dies out in time. It is possible to pro- 
duce recurring groups of damped oscil- 
lations. 

Continuous oscillations may be com- 
vared with a swinging pendulum 
which is struck 
time it swings back toward the ob- 
server. If the blows are ail of the 
same strength the pendulum will al- 
ways swing to the same amplitude. 
But if the pendulum is struck one 
blow and then allowed to swing by 
itself, the swings decreases in ampli- 
tude and the pendulum finaily comes 
to rest. The swings are Gamped, and 
this action may be compared to that of 
damped electrical oscillations, Recur- 
ring groups of pendulum swings could, 
cf course, be produced by striking it 
1 blow every time it came to rest after 
a series of damped swings. This cor- 
responds to recurring ‘damped elec- 
trical oscillations.

A timepiece is to tell 
the time. But, fancy, if watches were 
made just for that, what would hap- 
pen to the watch-making industry? 

And then my mind went further 
into the ramification of that thought. 

Dressed to Keep Warm. 

Clothing was ‘originally designed 
solely for warmth. Men made them- 
“selves coverings because with the 
change in climate that gradually came 
about upon our planet (I am sure that 
will strike a reminiscent chord in 
the minds of the readers of a certain 
recently published history) they had 
to do that or freeze. But how large 
a factor is the keeping warm factor 
in our making and purchasing of 
clothing today? If we all bought 
clothing simply to keep warm, and 


went without anything we did not 
need for that purpose, the whole 
economic structure of the world 


would be revolutionized. 


Houses Just for Shelter. 

Houses ‘were built at first for shel- 
ter, from wind and cold and presum- 
ably from intense tropic heat. (I am 
shaky on that point, don’t scold me 
too ard, learned Reader Friend, if I 
am wrong).

In Majors as Doped by Fullerton 


Detroit, With Huge Hit- closel 


ting Power, Assumes the 
Lead in American—Yan- 
kees Lose Strength. 


BY HUGH FULLERTON. 
There are more surprises furnished 
by the complete dope on the outfield 
strengths of the major league clubs 
than in any dope I have studied in 
years. The figures will come as some- 
thing of a shock to a number of fans 


who have been boasting that their 
outfields outclass all others, éspecial- 
ly in hitting power—and to some 
managers who have imagined that 
they are unchallenged in outfield 
strength. 

Detroit, due largely to its terrific 
hitting power in the Cobb-Heilman- 
Veach combination, assumes the lead 
in the American league, with the St. 
Louis Browns second and with six of 
the eight clubs bunched 80 closely 
that the margin of difference fre- 
quently is shown by differences in 
one position. 

In the National league the Giants, 
with only one week position, fall back 
to fourth place, after having been 
the acknowledged leader for several 
years. The St. Louis Cards, with 
the most powerful outfield, both in 
attack and in reserve strength, holds 
the National league lead, with Pitts- 
burg second and the Cincinnati Reds 
a close third, these three being so 
closely bunched that the figures rep- 
resent no actual advantage for any of 
them. In fact, should Burns return 
to the attacking power he displayed 
for many years with the Giants, the 
Reds may even figure at the top of 
the list. 


STRENGTH IN BOTH LEAGUES 
WELL DISTRIBUTED. 


Undoubtedly the outfield strength of 
American and Natiorial is better dis- 
tributed now than it has been for the 
past seven years. The only big sur- 
prise in the figures is the relatively 
low standing of the New York Yan- 
kees, who, in spite of the attacking 
force of Ruth and Meusel, have great 
weakness in defense, and one wobbly 
position. The suspension of Ruth and 
Meusel for the first month of the 
season also acts to cut down the as- 
saulting force, although not to the 
extent that was supposed by the fans 
howling over the punishment of the 
rebels. New York’s defensive strength 
is scarcely greater than that of the 
Athletics and the Red Sox—and its 
attacking force is exactly the same as 
that of the lowly Mackmen. 

There is this to be said, and that 
is that the Yankees have plenty of 
chances to improve—in fact, cannot go 
back much no matter what shifts are 
made, and with the available young 
material there is a big chance for im- 
proving the team without purchase or 
trade. Roth's defection, of course, 
cuts the reserve strength of the team, 
and the enforced use of a sub outfield 
for a month or more cuts down. 


YANKEES LOSE 


STRENGTH. 

The worst element tending. toward 
loss of strength on the part of the 
Yankees, however, is the fact that 
American league pitching all down 
the line is liable to be much better 
this season—and if it is the Yankees 
will suffer most, since their. great 
strength has been in clean-up hitting, 
which will suffer most from improved 
pitching and a less lively ball. 
In other words, the Yankees’ weak- 
ness will be shown up and their in- 
ability to score runs by resourceful, 
cunning -baseball exposed. This ig 
more especially true because of the 
loss of Peckinpaugh, who was the 
smartest player on the team in that 
respect. 

Washington has made tremendous 
gains in outfield as well as infield 


strength, and the regular Washington 


team looms up as a strong, consistent 
aggregation with the strength well dis- 
tributed through the seven regular 
positions, which of itself is a great 
element in strength of a team. Cleve- 
land, which perhaps will be the leader, 
or close to it in the final figures, 
ranks third in outfield strength in 
spite of the high standing of Speaker. 
The loss is largely attributable to the 
necessary shifts of players to get the 
Tull strength into the field at once. 
Chicago, supposed to be shot to pieces, 
reveals unexpected outfield strength.’ 
Hooper and Strunk, of course, are 
known elements, and Johnny Mostil 
is coming along nicely. e sub 
strength. out there is fair—but the 
team cannot stand more than one 
eripple at a time and hold up to its 
figure strength. 
CARDS, PIRATES AND REDS

Washington, March 30.— Although 
business continues to make progress 
in its recovery from the depression of 
1921, as indicated by figures received 
by the department of commerce since 

ch 20, the department warned in 
a review of conditions made pubile 
today that rehabilitation needs to be 
cautious that it may be built upon 
a firm foundation.” 

Some backsets, the statement de- 
clared, “may be expected for all of 
the lesions caused by post-war over- 


While in most lines, the review 
added, prices hawt been relatively 
stable for the past six months, dis- 
tributors still remember the disaster 
caused by overstocked shelves in 


 aporward orders, therefore,” it in- 
timated, “are given sparingly and in 
reduced volume; however, manufac- 
turers are feeling the effect of re- 
peated orders, and the steadily in- 
creasing output of mills and factories 
shows that fundamentally the country 
is getting 1 to normal. 

arm Products. 

“Although ye recent marked in- 
crease in the price of farm products 
has been a great effect upon the 
morale of the agricultural districts, 
not much of this has so far been trans- 
lated into increased business. Most 
of last year’s crops had left the 
farmer’s hand before the rise come; 
the increase is, therefore, chiefly a 
promise of better things to come. The | 
farmer is inclined to wait and see 
both as to whether the price holds 
and how the crop promises before 
making further commitments.” 

Activity of woolen and worsted 
machinery showed a “significant im- 
provement” the first of this month, the 
review said, while that of cotton 
spindles decreased, the latter due 
somewhat to the New England strikes. 
Knit underwear production increased, 
although shipments and orders fell 
off. Imports of raw silk in February 
decreased in the lowest figure since 
March a year ago. 

Exports Drop. 

Exports of iron and steel last month 
fell off from January, in part due 
to the shorter month, according to 
the review and copper exports like- 
wise decreased but imports of tin and 
zinc inereased as did sales of struc- 
tural steel. Petroleum production 
decreased 2,000,000 barrels below Jan- 
uary but was greater than any month 
in 1920, and was exceeded by only 
two months in 1921, as against this, 
however, consumption of crude oil fell 
to 40,611,000 barrels. While stocks 
on hand passed 200,000,000 barrels, 
a new high record. 

Production and shipments of news- 
print paper decreased, while stocks 
increased during February and prices 
were lower than a month ago, and 
40 per cent less than the correspond- 
ing period last year.

New York, March 30.—The cotton 
market ‘showed increasing activity 
and strength today owing to con- 
tinued unfavorable weather in the 


south and reports of an improved spot 
demand. July contracts sold up to 
17.38, or 30 points net higher and 
closed at 17.35, with the general mar- 
ket closing very steady at a net ad- 
vance of 27 to 36 points. New crop 
months were relatively firm during 
the entire day owing to prospects for 
further rains i h consequent delays 
in eastern bel — work, and Octe 
ber contracts seld at 17.03, or 35 
points net higher, closing at the best. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 6 to 7 points -in response 
to the relatively firm showing of Liv- 
erpool and continued favorable Man- 
chester trade advices. Buying was 
held in check during the early trad- 
ing by continued complaints from the 
domestic markets for cotf6n goods and 
reports of increasing New England 
mill curtailment. There was very 
little selling pressure, however, owing 
to the forecast for eastern belt rains, 
and the market worked gradually 
higher on covering, trade buying and 
a. scattering commission house de- 
mand for new crop positions. 

As th: advance continued without 
meeting increased selling pressure, 
shorts showed a growing desire to get 
back their contracts, and Wall street 
interests were credited with buying 
fully 25,000 bales to cover May and 
July contracts. The strength of the 
grain market and reports of a favor- 
able tone in stocks encouraged scat- 
tered buying of the new crop deliv- 
eries, which led the afternoon ad- 
vance, selling about 35 to 40 points 
net higher.

The main feature of the day and 
the most powerful trading influence 
unquestionably was the evidence con- 
tained in numerous telegrams from 
Texas that heavy rains, amounting 
in some cases to as much as 3 inches, 
had caused much damage here and 
there in the earliest sectiong of Texas, 
mainly by the washing of fields and 
there were many complaints that 
washing had been so severe that re- 
planting would be necessary.
